DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment filed on December 14, 
2009. Claims 1, 4 and 7 have been canceled without prejudice; Claims 9-1 1 have been 
added; Claims 2-3, 5-6, and 8 have been amended. Applicant's arguments have been 
fully considered. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 8-1 1 are pending and an action on the merits is as 
follows. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 8-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest the following limitations "a 
high pressure discharge lamp lighting device for supplying an AC lamp current to light 
up a high pressure discharge lamp, comprising in which a duty ratio before the polarity 
inversion for at least one of the standard period current and the short period current is 
different than a duty ratio after the polarity inversion," in combination with the remaining 
claimed limitations as claimed in independent claims 2 and 8.
